President McKlnley Will Not Watt 


For Congressional Action. 


Washington, Feb. 5.—It 4s stated that 


President McKlnley has decided not 
to ~ait'6r congress to act on the mat- 
ter of replacing the military govern- 
ment by a civil administration in tlie 
Philippines, recognizing; that 
much 


time will be consumed in deliberating 
over details before any comprehenslre 
plan for the government of the islands 
•can be adopted, and that more than a 
month would be required' after that 
time for the officials to reach their 
stations. It has been decided, there- 
fore, to send out three, or, at most, 
five, commissioners, to establish pro- 
visionally the form of, territorial gov- 
ernment recommended In the report 
of the Philippiae commission. 


An Agreement Reached. 


Washington, Feb. 5.—The United 


States aod Great Britain, it JB definite- 
ly learned, have reached an amicable 
agreement respecting the operations 
of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty as affect- 
ins the right of construction and con- 
trol by the United States of the pro- 
posed Nicaragua canal. The result 
marks the termination of conferences 
between the officials of the state de- 
partment and Lord Pauncefote of fi 
ly a year's duration, during which a 
number of meetings were held and the 
subject was discussed by the represen- 
tatives of the governments Interested. 
Great Britain agrees to a. modification 
of the Glaytoa-Buhver treaty by which 
she practically relinquishes sny claim? 
respecting a legal control of the Nica- 
ragua canal - after it shall have been 
constructed. Ths result, therefore, Is 
to eliminate that feature of the treaty 
bearing on the subject of dual control, 
and to leave the United States free to 
construct an.u thereafter control this 
great inter-oceanic waterway.

Tltpj- Are Oi^rrtt<-tl lin*1«rr Direction 


of n CrvuKot \VorUimin. 


The Boer artillery at Ladysiultli con- 


sists largely of guns manufactured at 
Le Cruusot ami known as French 
Krupp guus. 
The 
Transvaal and 


Ornnsr Kreo State governments placed 
a very large order some time ago with 
the Crinwut people, aud, although a 
certain uitiubcr of guns ;iuU ammuni- 
tion were delivered, the suddenness 
with which the1 war broke out iias pre- 
vented the delivery of an'even larger 
quantity. 


The Creusot guns which the Boors 


actually havo ia use are of two descrip- 
tions--"* millimeters, or 3 inch land 
service, quick firing guns, and 135 
millimeters, or ('.'/£. inch siege and garri- 
son guns. The Boer guns have been 
mounted on light carriages and have 
bi'ca especially adapted in every way 
fur use In tile Transvaal, great caro 
having booii taken to avoid trouble 
from the tnud. which, in tho opinion of 
the1 military authorities, may prove a 
disadvantage to tlie British artillery 
when the rains begin. 


The Boers have Immense stores of 


amintiuition, out. of proportion to the 
number of guns they possess, and they 
hnve had about two months' firing 
practice under competent agents of the 
Creusot firm, so that, although by no 
means expert artillerymen, they are 
not altogether novices. 


The Gaulols snys that the chief gun- 


ner of the Boers is a Frenchman named 
Fleeelie. a foreman of tho Creusot 
works. He went out to tlie Transvaal 
t.-y~ superintend the mounting of the 
now French guns and was induced to 
enter the service of tlie- Boers. He is » 
most remarkable shot.

DIPLOMATIC DIMES IHOUJEHT. 


Hove the Mtaclcmn Bubnsoadoir

At the diplomatic dinner the other 


night there was a fatat echo of the 
threat to ostracize the Mexican enYbas- 
sador because of ills relations to the 
Maximilian episode, over 30 years ago, 
writes tbe St. Louis Globe-Democrat's 
Washington correspondent The presi- 
dent escorted Lady Pauncefote to the 
table. Lord Pauncefote took in Mrs. 
ilcKinley. The next ranking einbassa- 
dor. Baron Fava, took In tho wife of 
the Mexican etnbassador, and to the 
Mexican embassador was assigned the. 
Baroness Hengelmueller. The moment 
the latter found out who her escort 
was she protested through her hus- 
band, the Austrian minister, to the 
secretary of state. A hasty consulta- 
tion took place between the president, 
the secretary of stats and Colonel 
Blrigham, master of ceremonies, "with 
the result that tbe lady from the coun- 
try which remembers Maximilian tras 
taken to dinner by a diplomat of lower 
station. 
An equally satisfactory ar- 


rangement allowed the Mexican em- 
bassador to partake of the executive 
salt beside another partner. 


These foreigners are sticklers for 


official etiquette. Embassadors did not 
attend the musicale st Mr. John H. 
McLean's. The Invitations stated they 
were asked to meet Admiral and Mrs. 
Dewey. In tbe eyes of the diplomats 
the hero of Manila was below them in 
rank. 
An embassador who directly 


represents his sovereign can only be 
invited to "meet" the president. 


Congressman John Allen of Missis- 


sippi, wlit,- has gained a reputation dur- 
ing bis long service in the house of 
representatives as a humorist, is now 
giving his friends the contents of a let- 
ter recently received by him from an 
even half dozen of his constituents, 
says the Washington correspondent of 
the St. JOouis Post-Dispatch. Sir. Allen 
represents what is known as the moun- 
tain district of Mississippi, and many 
of these mountaineers do not consider 
that the government has any right to 
prevent them from converting their 
corn Into whisky. A considerable per- 
centage of the residents of these moun- 
tains earn a livelihood in the distilling 
of liquor, "moonshine" whisky more 
generally called. 


Itepresentative Allen, who when in 


Washington affects a silk hat, sack 
coat and trousers always badly sprung 
at the knees, several days ago received 
a letter signed by half a dozen of his 
"moonshine" constituents, all being 
over "0 years of age, !u \ra!cb thcy_ 
say: 


"We have lived peacefully in these 


mountains all our lives. 
It is -very 


necessary in order to sustain life that 
•we should make our own whisky. Re- 
cently we hnve been much annoyed by 
revenue agents, who have been Infest- 
ing our neighborhood and pestering 
about 
These revenue agents are a 


sight worse than Yankee soldiers were 
during the war. 
Now, John, if you 


can't manage to rid us of these pester- 
ing revenue men. we will be forced to 
go against you at the polls nest time." 


A few years ag<5 the Koreans came 


to Washington in the quaintest of ori- 
ental garbs, from which they never 
deviated. 
They were more striking in 


appearance to American eyes than even 
the Chinese, with their gay colored 
silks. This winter, according to the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat, the Korean 
minister Is r.ip.kfujp the afternoon so- 
cial rj'un'ds in a Prince Albert and 
striped trousers.

Chin Pom Ye, wife of the 
Korean minister, a dainty little lady, 
wears a Korean costume so nearly con- 
formed to American styles that the 
headgear might easily pass for sorae 
kind of a turban," while the rich silk 
swathing and the narrow skirt suggest 
an ifesthetic costume of American de- 
signing.

these Koreans, minister, wife and sen. 
talk the language of the country -with 
flneney. At a tea a few days ago the 
Koreans were among the guests. The 
son of the minister in his American 
clothes was especially singled out for 
attention by tne ladles. "How does ho 
like them?" one of the Americans ask- 
ed the minister's wife. "Oh, he likes 
them very well," replied Mme. Chin 
Pom Ye, with a maternal glance of 
pride at the young gentleman. "He 
likes," she continued, "all except the 
collars and the cravats."

HOW GENERAL LAWTON DIED 


Snrscon Ueu«eloy, AV'ljo Stood 13r«i<Ie 


Him, 'fell* tlie Story. 


The following'• account of the' death 


of.General Jjnvton has been received 
ia a letter:.from" Surgeon1-Beasclcy to 
his family, who resides at Saucellto, 
Cat 
The writer \vns withlu a few 


feet of General Lawton when he was 
struck and was oae of the first to ruach 
him after he had fallen from liis horse, 
says the New 1'ork Sun. The letter 
reads: 


"I was at the bead of our column 


when an officer rode up and told me 
that there was a wounded man over to- 
ward the river, pointing out the loca- 
tion. So I cantered'over in the direc- 
tion gircn, and on uuy way 1 noticed 
a tall man standing alone about 20 
yards away to my right. 
He was 


dressed in a yellow oilskin and white 
helmet. He put up his band aud call- 
ed for tne to come over to him. I did 
so and then recognized that it was 
General Lawton. He told me that I 
had hetter not go over there on my 
horse, saying there was a wounded 
man there, but he would send .1 litter 
and have him brought to me. We were 
in a somewhat depressed place, i 
handed tlie bridle to my orderly and 
went across. The wounded man was 
Lieutenant Breeklnridge 
Of General 


Law-ton's staff. 
A liner came soon 


afterward and trith it another officer. 
Captain King. I helped carry the lit- 
ter back to ivhere I had left my horse 
and found General Latctoo still there. 


"When •within sis feet of him. 1 no- 


ticed a bullet splash In a pond of wa- 
ter about 20 feet behind him and at 
the same time S.TW him turn slightly in 
his saddle. The officer who was with 
him also noticed the movement antl 
said to him. 'General, are you hit?" 'i 
am shot in the chest.' was bis answer. 
The neit instant he turned quickly in 
a hnlf circle and plunged 
forvrard. 


1 
pot ray hand on bis-pulsc. There was 
none, and at the same time blood pour- 
ed from liis month.

IiurT May Call a C<ra- 


vexxtluii l«* Decide Upou

As governor of his fetati' CSeorgu E

a place alongside the lily of France, 


the rose of England, the thistle of Scot- 
land and the shamrock of Ireland. 
Largely through the efforts of the late 
Colonel Elliott F. Shepard New York's 
schoolchildren at .1 vote taken oa Arbor 
day in lffi»l decided for th« rose as 
against thy gokieurod. a typical Ameri- 
can Oovror. 


This was done after a vote the year 


previous which showed no majority 
for any one blossom, though the go'<l- 
cnrod hnd a slight lead among the 
more than 
125 varieties voted for. 


Since then town has declared in favor 
of the rose. North Dakota for the wild 
rose, while Ocorgla has said the Chero- 
kee rose of its hedges is its favorite. 
Alabama, Nebraska and Oregon have 
declared for the goldenrod. These two 
flowers are the leaders in the race for 
popularitj'- 
Other states, either by 


vote of schoolchildren, popular vote or 
legislation, have made choices for state 
flower which serve to Indicate how 
they would vote on a ballot for a na- 
tional flower. 


The choices, according to the tab- 


ulator referred to. are these: Maine, 
pine cone and tassel; Vermont: r«T 
clover; Rhode Island, violet; Massachu-

mayflower (trailing arbutuM.

Colorado, columbine; Idaho, syringa; 
Kansas, sunflower; Oklahoma. Tern- 
tory, mistletoe; Utah, sajjo lily; Neva- 
da, sage., brush: New Mexico, cactus; 
California, poppy: Washington, rhodo- 
dendron, and in Illinois, where a vote 
was taken as to a choice, there was 
almost an equal division between the 
rose and the violet, the former being 
n slight choice.

FUTURE OF MANILA. 


Philippine Capital Slay Become tin? 


Orient's Great Distributing; Point. 
Not only are there magnificent oppor- 


tunities In the Philippines for Amer- 
ican civilization, commerce and indus- 
try, but there is tlie dazzling possibility 
of making Manila the center of west- 
ern Pacific trade, says a writer in Ai.ns- 
lee's Magazine for February. Manila, 
adjacent to a population of 50.000.pOO 
people, should before many years sur- 
pass Hongkong, to which Great Brit- 
ain owes such a large part of her Chi- 
nese commerce. The chief distributing 
centers of China, Japan, Korea. Slam, 
Anam and the East Indies are as 
near to Manila as Havana is to New 
York, and the distributing centers of 
British India Ami Australasia are near- 
er to Manila than to any other great 
emporium.

yearly.
